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TOWN JOURNAL 


Our 1960 town report placed third among towns of 
our approximate population in the state contest for the 
most readable and comprehensible report. 


A period of severe cold began on January 19 and 
continued to February 4. The thermometer registered zero 
or below at sunrise each morning. 


The Recreation Committee sponsored the fifth an- 
nual Whing Ding on July 3 and 4. A dance on the third 
opened the program. Festivities on the fourth included a 
parade of 36 units, a chicken barbecue, an auction and a 
carnival and games on the common. Attendance was esti- 
mated at 5000. Over $1,200.00 was realized. The Recreation 
Committee also sponsored a party for teen agers each 
month. These included the usual Halloween and Christmas 
parties for all children. 


The principal project of the Improvement Associa- 
tion was the start of construction of a community room 
and a kitchen in the basement of the town hall. The town 
appropriation of $1,000.00 was allocated for materials. 
Work bees were held and good progress was made. The 
area, although unfinished, is already being used by youth 
groups. 

An overhead traffic blinker light was installed in the 
village at the intersection of Forest, Francestown and 
Slip roads. 

The state built a new public right of way to Otter 
Lake over state property which was formerly owned by 
John T. Robertson. 

At the day-use area of the Otter Lake Memorial State 
Park, beaches were developed and a parking area built 
on the former Robertson property. A part of the old road 
was improved and some new road built to this area. Pre- 
liminary work of clearing continued in the camping area. 


In the fall, a part time teacher was employed to assist 
the two full time teachers. In December a new school 
room was finished in the basement of the school building 
to accommodate grades five and six. Grades one and two 
and grades three and four will continue to use the two 
school rooms on the ground floor. 

The town took over payment of tuition for the re- 
tarded children to a special class in Peterborough. 


Mrs. Robert Cox resigned as librarian and was suc- 
ceeded by Mrs. Albert Shea who also later resigned and 
was succeeded by Mrs. Leonard Alt. 
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A new schedule for holiday mail service was estab- 
lished. The post office lobby is now open from nine to 
eleven on holidays. 


The bridge near George Lawrence’s house, on the 
road between the East Road and the South Francestown 
Road, was replaced. 


A road rake was purchased for use by the highway 
department. 


John and Anna Chute opened a service station and 
a grocery store with snack bar in the building where the 
post office is located. 


At E. C. & W. L. Hopkins grain mill, six steel bins with 
a total capacity of 66 tons were installed over the truck 
scales to facilitate delivery of bulk feed. 


The Greenfield Industries, Inc., remodelled a part 
of the Long Block and installed a coin laundry with 10 
washers and four dryers. 


The Greenfield Congregational Church joined the 
United Church of Christ, a merger of the Congregational- 
Christian Churches and the Evangelical and Reformed 
Churches. 


The firemen raised the money to buy a resuscitator. 


The Parent Teachers Club sponsored the organiza- 
tion of a Boy Scout Troop and a Cub Scout Pack. 


Robert Robertson was graduated from the Thomp- 
son School of Agriculture at the University of New Hamp- 
shire. 


Peter Hopkins enlisted in the U. S. Navy. 


At the Nashua Fresh Air Camp, 350 needy children 
enjoyed two-week periods of summer camp life free of 
charge. 


Camp Union served a total of 3,000 children during 
the year. The town children again received instruction 
in swimming and life-saving for a two-week period with- 
out charge. Camp Union cooperated with the town Rec- 
reation Committee in offering its facilities for the four- 
town neighborhood youth winter activities. 


At the Crotched Mountain Rehabilitation Center, the 
Adult Center was opened in November on a limited basis 
with four trainees. An addition was built to the Hayden 
Building and an elevator installed there. The auditorium 
which will seat 1,200 people was opened to the public for 
the first time. Six tenths of a mile of state road was con- 
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structed to the east approach to the Center. Approximate- 
ly a quarter of a mile of private road was also constructed. 


The barn on the former Gipson property was razed. 


A new house was built for Oscar Clark and a summer 
cottage for Lauren Wadleigh. 


Wells were drilled for the following: Arthur Buxton, 
200 feet; John Chute, 180 feet; William Cowles, 200 feet; 
Walter Creighton, Jr., 182 feet; Greenfield Industries, 
Inc., 400 feet; John O’Loughlin, 138 feet; State Park, 235 
feet; Horton Reed, 130 feet.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Altho the year 1961 was one in which little money 
was appropriated for major improvements, a new bridge 
has been built by the Road Agent on the Sundeen Road 
to replace the old one. 


The new blinker light has been installed in the cen- 
ter of the town at the intersection to help reduce the 
hazardous condition due to parking and traffic. This 
also introduces one of the greatest needs of the Town 
— a parking area in this location. Several ideas have been 
advanced, one in particular which was devised by the 
Planning Board and the State Highway Department, and 
will be discussed at Town Meeting. This plan provides for 
a change in the location of the Bennington Road, bring- 
ing it straight down to Forest Road and the present tri- 
angle, curve and part of the Common be made into a 
parking area. 


The Greenfield Improvement Association has made 
a good start on the project in the basement of the Town 
Hall. With the $1,000.00 reimbursement from the Town 
and $750.00 from the Improvement Association materials 
for ceiling and paint for the walls have been purchased. 
The studding for the kitchen is in place and plywood has 
been bought to cover it. The wiring for the main part is 
complete and fixtures ready for installation. Most of the 
work has been done in ‘“‘work bees” and others who have 
given their time. The Greenfield Grange has given a very 
generous donation toward the equipping of the kitchen. 


The Selectmen, on behalf of the Town, wish to thank 
Mr. Perley Blanchard for his services as Fire Warden for 
the past 27 years. Mr. Dean Russell has been appointed 
to replace him. 


The Selectmen advise that the Voters study care- 
fully and closely the Articles in the Warrant before they 
vote. Due to the large increase in the School Budget and 
a long term note of $3,000.00 to be paid this year, our Tax 
Rate is sure to increase. Altho private real estate has in- 
creased in the past few years, we feel that the only solu- 
tion to the tax problem would be to increase our indus- 
trial valuation by the location here of some small indus- 
tries. To quote from the 1960 Report—“It has been sug- 
gested that the voters consider the establishment of a 
Greenfield Chamber of Commerce, charged with a vigor- 
ous campaign for publicizing the desirability of Green- 
field as a place to live and own property, together with an 
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organized program for attracting new industry and com- 
mercial enterprise.”’ 


We would like to suggest that property owners re- 
turn their Inventories each year, by so doing we would 
be able to make necessary changes and avert errors in 
taxation. In cases of transfer of property we would ap- 
preciate the names and addresses of the new owners.

Mr. Metivier, expressed his opinion that the sidewalk 
along Slip Road should be restored and not completely 
removed for parking space. Sidewalk needed for children 
to keep them off the highway. Dorothy Gilbert and A. 
Blanchard also favored the sidewalk being repaired. Mr. 
Metivier made a motion that the town raise and approp- 
riate the sum of $500.00 to repair the sidewalk, motion 
seconded. Moderator explained article had to be voted

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AN APPEAL FROM YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


In these days of constantly rising taxes and wages, any 
unnecessary expense is an added burden on everyone’s 
pocketbook — yours and mine. Forest fires cost money 
and damage our valuable woodlands. Lightning sets some 
forest fires, but we have no control of lightning. Children 
cause many fires. Ninety-eight percent of our forest fires 
result from human carlessness — our carelessness. This, 
we — you — and I can do something about. 


When we require you to obtain a permit for out-of-doors 
burning or forbid you to burn on days of high fire danger 
or set up regulations — hours, etc., governing the use of 
the town dump we are simply protecting yours and the 
town’s interests. 


The ever present threat of forest fires is the concern 
of all of us; the responsibility for preventing them is ours 
and the costs of extinguishing are ours. We can do some- 
thing about this problem, by being aware of and alert to 
the danger and by cooperating with your warden. 


Do the things that are required of you — 


1. Follow the warden’s directions. 

2. Secure the required burning permit. 

3. Keep your fires under control. 

4. Completely extinguish your fires before leaving them. 
5. See that your children are properly cautioned.

SPECIAL MEETING — To the Inhabitants of the School 
District in the Town of Greenfield qualified to vote in 
district affairs: 


Pursuant to a decree of the Superior Court of Hills- 
borough County, dated October 11, 1961, granting per- 
mission to hold a Special School District Meeting, you 
are hereby notified to appear at the Town Hall in said 
Greenfield on October 30, 1961 at 8:00 o’clock to act upon 
the following subjects: 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 o’clock by the 
Moderator, Malcolm Atherton. The warrant was read by 
the Moderator. Prayer was offered by the Reverend Doug- 
las Trottier. 


Article I: To see if the School District will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum not to exceed $3,000.00 pursuant 
to Chapter 194, New Hampshire Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated, for the purpose of establishing an additional class- 
room, utilizing space available in the downstairs portion 
of the Greenfield Elementary School. 


Discussion took place concerning the need for this room. 
Supt. Morrison explained the need for more individual 
help, especially in the field of reading. Mr. Cox gave a 
graphic description of what remodelling will take place 
in the basement room. 


After further discussion as to the feasibility of remodel- 
ling the basement room vs. the need for a new school, it 
was voted by a standing vote, with 29 in favor and 15 op- 
posed, to raise and appropriate the sum not to exceed 
$3,000.00 


Article II: It was moved and seconded that the School 
District raise said sum of not to exceed $3,000.00 for said 
purpose of establishing an additional classroom through 
the issuance of serial notes of bonds upon the credit of 
the School District in accordance with the provision of 
the Municipal Finance Act, New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated, Chapter 33, and by any other statutes 
thereto enabling; and to authorize the School Board to 
issue and negotiate such notes or bonds as shall be in the 
best interest of the School District.

Article III: It was moved and seconded that the School 
District raise and appropriate a sum of $4,500.00 per 
annum, including Social Security and Teachers Retire- 
ment, to provide additional instruction in grades one 
through three. 


A discussion took place concerning the cost of educating 
Ward children. Supt. Morrison explained that it was a 
problem of getting an accurate history for each child and 
because of this difficulty it was decided that each town 
Should be responsible for the education of its State Aid 
children.
